Today

Understanding children’s  be- 
havior reminds me of a ‘“User’s 
Guide’”’ which comes with all new 
cars. Sending a guide along does 
not mean the dealer thinks you 
are stupid. He only wants to tell 
you that it wouldn’t do to treat 
your 1949 model the same as you 


|had your 1902 model. He is merely 
pPoineag out that even the best | 


car runs better if you know the 
most important things about the 
way it operates. 

Wouldn’t it be wonderful if 
you could have a guide along 
with your new born baby? Chil- 
dren are as complex as cars. 
Don’t you need to put as much 
thinking and consideration into 
keeping them fit as you are 
ready to put into that prize 
possession among more material 
goods, your car? 

Such knowledge is one of those 
common sense thing; which you 
can't very well do without, says 
Professor Fritz Redl of 
University, Detroit. 


fascinating book, “Understanding 
Children’s Behavior,” (Teachers 
College, Columbia University, 60c) 
in which he discusses such prob- 
lems as: “What Do you Mean 

“He Grows’?”; “Behavior That 
Has You Worried’; “For Coughs 
Due to Colds”; “Things Turn Up 
in the Wrong Places”; “Playing 
Hide-and-Seek”; “What Are Hab- 
its Made Of?"; “Developing His 
Personality”; “Your Child and 
His Group”; and suggestion; about 
Johnny and the world around him 
and above him, among others. 

Dr. Redl urges parents to think 
straight about their children. So 
much misunderstanding has been 
spread about the real meaning cf 
“understanding” a child, he says, 
that a word of caution is in or- 
der. 

For example, understanding 
your child does not mean coddling 
him, he says. “The fact that you 
understand what he does, does 
not imply that you approve of it. 
But it does imply that you are go- 
ing to think straight before you 
act. For you will want to do 
whatever helps him grow up bet- 
ter, not necessarily what you 
might like to do to get rid of 
your own feeling of discomfort, 
upset or fury. Thus, understand- 
ing will prevent stupid adult be- 
havior, so often misinterpreted as 
firm behavior, but it will not pre- 
vent you from evaluating and act- 
in favor cf a positive change”. 

Understanding your child does 
not always mean that vou will 
know what to do, says Dr. Redl.

2. From Grapevine, at the foot 
of the Ridge Route, an excellent 
view of spacious San Joaquin Val- 
ley may be gained. Look for poppy 
fields on west side of highway... 


3, Famous Old Fort Tejon, built 
in 1852, is now being restored as 
an historical landmark. It once 
served as an army post of some 
importance; later as a main station 
ON east-west stagecoach run... 


4, Leaving the Ridge Route at 
Gorman, our tour soon picks up 
desert flavor as we approach Josh- 
ua Forest. This areas is so named 
because of the preponderance of 
weird joshua trees... 


5. Further along, Antelope Buttes 
offers another view of colorful 
poppy fields in endless variety...
